One was a 
love token struck on an 1882 Liberty Seated dime 
which uniquely had his first name spelled out on the 
reverse that was given to him by a dealer who'd 
acquired it The second was an 1829 $214 gold 
quarter eagle graded MS63 by NGC; the last year 
this denomination was produced.

Instead of the classic 
three-coin collection of coins specifically mentioned 
in the Bible, Chuck had planned to collect coins from 
areas involved in St. Paul's travels, and collect a coin 
fom each place St. Paul may have stopped at.
